The investigations which the members of the expedition | 
were enabled to pursue concerning the cultivation of the 
silk-worm, at the different localities they visited, and the 
minute observations that they made, at the same time, re-] 
garding the sanitary condition of these insects, have oa 
productive of the happiest results. They have been able t 
testify that not only is there no existence of the pébrine in 
the worms, but that this disease is indeed altogether un- 
known to the Japanese. This testimony is of the nature to 
give a positive denial to the idea spread in Europe concern- 
ing the infection of the Japanese seed, and will serve at 
once to calm the apprehension of our cultivators on the sub- 
ject, and to inspire them for the future with implicit confi- 


| dence as to the quality of the original cards of this country. 


Before closing. this report, it were well to add a few words 
as to the reasons, which cause the high prices for the cards; 

such being neither in accordance with the abundance of the 
crops, nor with the large quantity of cocoons which are set 
aside for the purposes of breeding. The high prices of the 
cartons may be perhaps attributed to the losses which at- 
tend the reproduction of the seed, in the form of a parisi- 


tical insect called “Oudji” (i.e. in J apanese—Mystery). 


This little insect which wits in an embryo stage in the 


silk-work before the spinning season, has been long known 
in Japan; it comes to life in the chrysalis and eats it way 
out of the cocoon after having destroyed the chrysalis it- 
self. The destruction caused by this parasite varies ac- 
cording to the seasons and to atmospheric causes, to. from 
20 to 80 per cent. This proportion applies solely to the co- 
coons which are required for breedixg ; as in those which 


Lare devoted to reeling purposes the chrysalis is suffocated 
before the “ Oudji ” pierces the cocoon. 


This report treating exclusively of the question of the 
silk culture, does not form a record of the observations on. 
other matters which may have attracted the attention of

2.+-When Japanese receive gold or sil- 
ver money, or dollars for goods. sold to on 
foreigners,they must bring the same to, 
this department, where they will teceive <i 
| kindaié in exchange. : 

8.—When Japanese wish to buy mer- — 
chandise from foreigners, they must bring < : 
the amount of money, necessary to make 
such purchase to this department, and will 
receive therefor the note ~f the depart- 
mest with which to pay the seller. 

4.—The said note of the department is 
at any time convertible into money. 

5.—A branch of this department will be 
established in Yokohama without delay. 

N, B. Branches of the same will hereaf- 
ter likewise he established at Niigata and 
‘Hakodati, the same to be originated from i. 
Tokei. ! 

6.—At Osaka, there will also be found- 

ed a department which will be superintend- 
ed by the merchants of that place and of 
| | Kioto. The respective directors of the 
Osaka and Tokei departments, will co- 
operate and do their utmost to set the in- 
terchange of the notes of the department 
in motion.
